Effective for dates of service on and after May 1, 2008,
providers may be reimbursed for collection of a
capillary blood specimen (e.g., finger, heel, ear stick)
using Current Procedural Terminology code 36416.
Information in this Update applies to BadgerCare Plus
and Wisconsin Medicaid.

Capillary Blood Draw

Effective for dates of service on and after May 1, 2008,
providers may be reimbursed for collection of a
capillary blood specimen (e.g., finger, heel, ear stick)
using Current Procedural Terminology (CPT) code 36416
(Collection of capillary blood specimen [e.g., finger,
heel, ear stick]). This procedure is frequently used when
doing a finger stick blood draw for blood lead testing.
This information applies to the BadgerCare Plus
Standard Plan, the BadgerCare Plus Benchmark Plan,

and Wisconsin Medicaid.

Providers may be reimbursed for CPT code 36416 and
lab handling fee CPT code 99000 when drawing a finger
stick blood specimen to be mailed to the laboratory for

analysis.

Providers may be reimbursed for CPT code 36416 and
CPT code 83655 (Lead) when doing on-site blood lead
testing. Providers will not be reimbursed for the lab
handling fee CPT code 99000 in this situation.

Information Regarding Managed Care

This ForwardHealth Update contains fee-for-service
policy and applies to services members receive on a fee-
for-service basis only. For managed care policy, contact
the appropriate managed care organization. BadgerCare
Plus HMO:s are required to provide at least the same
benefits as those provided under fee-for-service

arrangements.
